Boumania. — Quarantine measures against Egypt were suspended 
under date of November 6. 

Turkey. — By resolution of the international council of health the 
twenty-four hours' quarantine against arrivals from Alexandria is 
replaced, since October 20, by medical inspection in the first port pro- 
vided with sanitary authorities. The five days' quarantine against 
arrivals from the port of Suez and the Egyptian ports of the Bed Sea is 
replaced, since October 20, by a twenty-four hours' observation and dis- 
infection at the quarantine lazaretto. 

According to advices of November 3, medical inspection of arrivals 
from the port of Alexandria is no longer in force. 

Portugal. — By ministerial order published on November 7, the ports 
of Port Said, Suez, Alexandria, and Damietta, and all other Egyptian 
Mediterranean Sea ports are declared clean.

Danish Antilles. — Quarantine against arrivals from the Island of 
Martinique is replaced, since October 2, by medical inspection.
